New  plants  are  started  by 
digging  up  and  dividing  the  young  crowns  after 
they  have  grown  just  one  season.  Plants  obtained 
in  this  way  are  not  as  good  looking  as  plants  of 
seasonal  varieties,  but  they  take  root  and  start 
growing  just  as  rapidly  or  more  so.  We  have 
some  choice  Rockhill  plants  to  offer  to  our  cus¬ 
tomers.

YOUNGBERRIES 

The  fruit  is  very  large  and  sweet  and  juicy, 
with  a  rich  blended  flavor  that  is  extremely 
pleasing.  The  color  is  so  very  dark  red  that  it 
is  nearly  iblack,  and  the  seeds  are  few  in  number 
and  soft.  The  vines  are  vigorous  growers;  trail¬ 
ing  in  habit,  and  should  be  trellised.  The  fruit 
is  borne  on  long  fruit  stems  that  thrust  it  away 
from  the  vines  ready  to  be  picked.  The  canes  are 
not  very  thorny,  which  makes  picking  very  easy. 
The  Youngberry  is  a  very  heavy  producer  of 
quality  fruit. 

THORNLESS  YOUNGBERRIES 

The  fruit  is  practically  the  same  as  that  of  the 
thorny  Youngberry.  Not  only  is  it  completely 
free  from  thorns  but  the  canes  tend  to  grow 
larger  and  longer  than  the  thorny  type.

The  berries 
are  about  one  and  one-half  inches  long  and  very 
wide,  so  large  that  it  takes  only  30  to  85  to  fill 
the  8  ounce  basket.  The  Boysenberry  starts 
ripening  about  ten  days  later  than  the  Young- 
berry  and  the  yield  per  acre  is  generally  larger. 
We  have  some  extra  nice  plants  to  offer  to  our 
customers  this  season. 

BLACK  RASPBERRIES 
Cumberland — 

The  big  black  favorite — Most  popular  mid¬ 
season  blackcap,  because  of  its  great  size,  beauty, 
firmness  and  productiveness.  Wonderful  canning 
berry,  and  make  delicious  pies  and  jellies. 
Leader  of  all  black  raspberries.  Stands  many 
degrees  below  zero  without  injury.  Severe  trim¬ 
ming  is  essential.  The  vines  set  on  with  berries 
very  heavily,  and  with  proper  care  large  yields 
per  acre  can  readily  be  obtained.  Plant  six  feet 
apart  in  rows  six  feet  across;  1000  plants  per 
acre.  Our  blackcap  plants  are  large  and  fine  and 
absolutely  disease-free. 

RED  RASPBERRIES 
Cuthbert — 

For  the  main  mid-season  crop,  this  variety  is 
grown  by  the  commercial  grower  in  preference 
to  all  other  varieties.  With  proper  care  it  bears 
an  abundant  crop.  The  fruit  is  sweet,  very  large, 
firm,  and  of  fine  flavor.  It  is  a  strong,  upright 
grower.  The  fruit  keeps  fine,  stands  handling, 
and  hauling  wonderfully,  looks  good  and  sells 
well.  Plant  two  feet  apart  in  rows  six  feet 
across;  3000  plants  per  acre. 

^  DELL  SWEET  EVERGREEN 

This  berry  is  very  similar  to  the  common  ever¬ 
green  only  the  fruit  is  somewhat  larger  and 
sweeter.  The  vines  become  very  long  and  large, 
resulting  in  immense  yields  per  acre  of  delicious 
berries.  The  red  mite  affects  this  berry  as  it  does 
the  common  evergreen,  and  therefore  a  lirne- 
sulphur  liquid  spray  must  be  applied  in  the  spring 
just  when  the  new  leaf  buds  are  starting  to  open. 
This  spray  consists  of  one  gallon  of  commercial 
liquid  lime-sulphur  to  ten  gallons  of  water,  or 
if  you  use  the  dry  lime-sulphur,  use  fourteen 
pounds  to  one  hundred  gallons  of  water.  The 
above  is  dormant  strength  and  should  not  be  used 
when  the  plants  are  fully  leafed  out._

GROWING  STRAWBERRIES 

In  selecting  planting  stock  it  is  best  to  choose 
varieties  that  are  doing  and  are  selling  best  in 
your  locality.  Then  only  large,  well  rooted, 
healthy  stock,  capable  of  producing  a  good  crop 
of  berries  should  be  selected.  The  cost  of  set¬ 
ting,  hoeing  and  cultivating  the  plants,  rent  on 
the  land,  etc.,  will  not  warrant  the  planting  of 
inferior  stock  that  is  incapable  of  producing  a 
profitable  crop  of  fruit. 

Proper  care  should  be  taken  that  the  ground 
is  in  a  good  state  of  fertility  by  applying  either 
barnyard  manure  or  a  complete  commercial  fer¬ 
tilizer  before  the  plants  are  set.  It  is  best  to 
apply,  the  barnyard  manure  a  year  previous  to 
planting,  otherwise  serious  trouble  may  result 
because  of  additional  weeds.  Or  else  you  may 
fertilize  after  the  plants  are  growing  well,  in  the 
irrigation  furrow  between  the  rows.  The  plow¬ 
ing  under  of  green  cover  crops  such  as  crimson 
clover,  rj^e,  vetch,  and  Austrian  field  peas  subse¬ 
quent  to  setting  the  plants  is  also  a  very  profit¬ 
able  practice. 

There  are  several  methods  of  setting  out  straw¬ 
berry  plants.  The  one  used  by  the  large  com¬ 
mercial  growers  is  to  set  the  plants  three  feet 
apart  each  way  in  the  early  spring.  The  blossoms 
are  picked  off  the  first  summer  and  only  suf¬ 
ficient  runners  are  allowed  to  develop  to  lightly 
fill  in  the  rows.  This  method  requires  5000  plants 
per  acre.  In  smaller  plantings  the  plants  are 
set  one  foot  apart  in  either  single  or  double  rows 
and  the  runners  are  kept  picked  off.  By  this 
method  the  plants  can  be  set  any  time  from  Octo¬ 
ber  to  April.  And  the  earlier  planting  will  pro¬ 
duce  the  larger  crop  the  first  year.  Strawberry 
plants  react  greatly  to  frequent  hoeing  and  culti¬ 
vation.  This  is  very  important  and  should  not 
be  neglected. 

GROWING  CANEBERRIES 

Here  again  we  advice  the  grower  to  select  only 
strong,  vigorous  plants  that  can  readily  resist 
disease  and  yield  a  nice  maximum  of  profit. 

With  ample  irrigation  caneberries  can  be  spaced 
as  close  as  six  feet  apart,  in  rows  six  feet  across. 
In  non-irrigated  sections  we  find  that  eight  feet 
by  eight  feet  is  the  proper  spacing,  with  the 
exception  of  the  Dell  Sweet  Evergreen  which 
should  be  spaced  from  ten  to  twelve  feet  in  the 
row,  due  to  its  unusual  vine  growth.  The  eight 
by  eight  spacing  will  require  about  670  plants 
per  acre. 

Planting  should  be  done  as  early  in  the  spring 
as  the  ground  can  be  worked.  After  the  plants 
have  started  to  grow  well  it  is  advisable  to  scatter 
from  ten  to  twenty-five  pounds  of  chicken  or 
barnyard  manure  around  each  plant  and  work  it 
into  the  ground  well  to  assure  big,  strong  vines 
the  first  year.  Then  in  the  winter  a  second  such 
application  should  be  applied,  this  time  for  the 
fruit. 

The  vines  should  be  left  on  the  ground  the  first 
summer  and  must  be  put  on  the  trellis  at  least 
by  the  time  that  the  leaf  buds  start  opening  in 
the  spring.  The  trellis  can  be  made  any  time 
during  the  winter.  The  vines  must  never  be 
trellised  in  bunches,  but  should  be  spread  over  as 
much  surface  as  possible. 


After  the  crop  is  all  picked  the  old  canes  should 
be  cut  off  the  trellis  back  to  the  ground  and 
burned.  At  this  time  the  new  canes  are  allowed 
to  grow  on  the  ground  until  the  next  spring 
and  are  then  put  on  the  trellis  as  the  season 
before. 

Each  season  just  after  the  vines  have  been 
trellised  and  just  as  the  leaf  buds  start  opening 
the  vines  should  be  sprayed  with  a  lime-sulphur 
solution  mixed  at  the  rate  of  one  part  lime- 
sulphur  to  ten  parts  of  water.
